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Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my 

Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  l^S'J , 

The  health  of  the  area  continues  to  he  goodj  two  items  of  interest 

in  this  respect  are  that  there  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported 

and  secondly  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

I am  disappointed  that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 

will  not  allow  the  Puddington  sewerage  scheme  to  proceed.  This  is  a bad  omen 

for  villages  of  similar  size  to  Puddington  - villages  such  as  Coldridge, 

Pou^iill  and  Wembworthy,  all  of  which  lack  satisfactory  sev/erage  and  sewage 

disposal.  I hope  the  Council  will  continue  to  press  the  Ministry  for  approval.

There  is  a depot  with  ambulance,  manned  by  the  Red  Cross  Society 
at  Crediton. 

Health  Education,  Mental  Health  and  Chiropody  Services. 

These  services  are  provided  and  administered  by 
Devon  County  Council, 

They  continue  to  function  satisfactorily. 


SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUIdSTANCES  OF  TPIE  DISTRICT. 


Sewerage. 

During  196?  this  Council  had  eight  modern  disposal  works  in  operation. 
These  are  in  the  villages  of  Chawlei^,  Cheriton  Bishop,  Eggesford,  Lapford, 
Morchard  Bishop,  Newton  St. Gyres,  Sandford  and  Shohrooke.  The  total  capital  cost 
of  these  schemes  is  approaching  £200,000. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  four  manual  workers  were  engaged  on 
sewerage  maintenance. 

Ministry''  approval  for  the  commencement  of  the  Puadington  Scheme  was 
not  forthcoming  despite  representations  made. 

Substantial  progress  T/as  made  on  the  provision  of  sewers  and  disposal 
works  in  the  village  of  Cheriton  H.tzpaine.  These  works  will  he  brought  into 
operation  in  I968. 

The  Council's  consulting  engineers,  Messrs. Harvey,  McGill  and  Hayes 
are  currently  engaged  on  the  preparation  of  schemes  for  Bow  Village  and  the 
Copplestone,  Coleford,  Yeoford  area. 


Water  Supply  - Public. 

Water  from  the  North  Devon  V/ater  Board  mains  is  available  in  all 
villages  and  hamlets.  During  the  year  mains  extensions  v^ere  carried  out  in  Knowle, 
Copplestonej  Leigh  Cross/Parley' s Grave,  Zeal  I'lonachorumj  and  White  Cross,  Cheriton 
Pitzpaine. 

Tliere  is  also  a chlorinated  supply,  maintained  by  the  Bow  Parish 
Council,  available  for  Bow  Village. 

It  is  estimated  that  74*45^  oP  domestic  premises  obtain  their  water 
from  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  10  bacteriological  samples  of  treated  water  were  taken 
in  this  district  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board.  All  were  satisfactory. 

The  Devon  County  Council  took  7 bacteriological  samples  of  treated 
water  from  the  Bow  supply.  Two  ol  these  samples  failed.  Pollowing  investigation 
the  two  failures  were  attributed  to  faulty  chlorination. 


Water  Supply  - Private 

5 Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells. 

The  results  are  tabulated  belows- 

Satisfactory  1 

Moderate  Contamination  2 

Gross  Contamination  2 

Pour  samples  were  taken  in  connection  with  housing  improvements, 
and  one  at  the  request  of  a medical  practitioner. 

One  farm  with  a moderately  contaminated  supply  has  since  connected 
to  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  main. 

In  the  case  of  the  remaining  three  premises  with  contaminated  supplies, 
connection  to  the  mains  was  not  practicable.  The  owner/occupiers  were  advised  on 
remedial  works  and  to  boil  drinking  water. 

One  obvious  source  of  pollution  was  poultry  kept  in  an  earth  floored 
shed  near  the  well.

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Flooding, 


Three  cases  of  house  flooding  oame  to  the  attention  of  this  office.  In 
the  most  severe  case  a hot  air  drier  was  obtained  from  the  Local  Civil  Defence 
Unit  and  used  to  dry  out  the  cottage.  The  flooding  was  due  to  inadequate  drainage 
of  a dry  area. 

A cottage  at  Chawlei^  was  flooded  when  surface  water  drains  became 
obstructed  with  gravel  etc. , washed  down  by  a severe  storm.  The  road  drains  have 
now  been  improved  and  additional  surface  water  drainage  provided  at  the  cottage. 

Flooding  of  a cottage  with  an  underground  room  at  Newton  St. Gyres  V7as 
attributed  to  ground  water  flowing  along  a reinstated  water  supply  trench.  Remedial 
work  was., carried  out. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1961. 

Tented  Camping  Sites. 

At  the  31st  December  I967  there  were  10  current  licences  for  this 
district.  These  comprised  licences  for  9 individual  residential  sites  and  a site 
for  six  holiday  vans. 

There  are  four  sites  in  the  district  used  intermittently  for  tented 
camping  during  the  holiday  season.  All  multiple  sites  have  water  closets  and 
mains  water. 

During  the  year  two  applications  were  received  for  individual 
residential  sites.  One  application  was  withdrawn  and  the  other  was  deferred  to 
allow  the  installation  of  water  and  sanitary  accommodation. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Warfarin  poison  was  supplied  free  of  charge  to  domestic  premises  and  at 
cost  price  for  Use  on  business  premises. 

Assistance  v;as  given  in  treating  rodent  infestations  at  11  premises.  One 
severe  rat  infestation  was  associated  with  a poultry  battery  house.  A further  case 
concerned  a cob/thatch  cottage  v/here  rats  had  damaged  the  electrical  cables.  The 
damage  came  to  light  during  the  investigation  of  an  abnormal  smell,  'Fne  owner  called 
in  a firm  of  professional  pest  controllers  to  treat  the  premises  and  to  take  rat 
proofing  measures. 

The  Council's  sewers  V7ere  tested  at  45  manholes.  Positive  results  were 
obtained  in  two  manholes  at  Frost,  Morchard  Bishop,  This  section  of  sewer  xms 
successfully  treated.  It  was  considered  that  the  rats  gained  access  throu^  a 
storm  overflow. 

Refuse  Collection. 

During  the  year  a new  contract  for  refuse  collection  was  negotiated  with 
Hr.R.W.T.Bdworthy  of  Bow,  Because  of  the  increase  in  the  quantity  of  refuse  it  v;as 
necessary  to  arrange  for  the  contractor  to  be  engaged  on  five  days  a week  instead 
of  four  as  previously.  The  service  was  still  restricted  to  a fortni^tly  collection 
but  it  is  becoming,  increasingly  apparent  that  a weekly  collection  is  desirable, 

Ebetensions  to  the  service  were  authorised  and  implemented  in  the  follovdng 

areas? - 

Henstill,  oandford;  South  Do7m,  2eal  Monachorum;  Lane  End,  Morchard 
Bishop;  Preston,  Sandford;  Thorne  Moor,  Cheriton  Bishop;  Teignholt  and  Fursdon, 
Hittislei^, 

The  Bugford  tip  is  nov7  virtually  complete  and  the  bulk  of  refuse  is  being 
dealt  with  at  Sutton  Quarry  by  semi-controlled  tipping.  A secondary  tip  at  Perry, 
Cheriton  Fitzpaine  was  in  regular  use  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  from  the  Cheriton 
Fitzpaine  area. 

A few  dilapidated  motor  vehicles  were  dealt  with  at  Sutton  Quarry, 

The  Special  Service  for  emptying  litterbins  at  lay-byes  and  for  clearing 
up  the  lay-byes  on  holiday  routes  was  maintained. 
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Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act» 

On©  boarding  kennel  and  on©  oa-fctory  woi*©  x'o— lioencod.  Conditions  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Application  was  received  for  a boarding  kennel  at  Cheriton  Bishop,  but 
this  was  not  granted  as  planning  permission  was  not  forthcoming. 

Diseases  of  Animals( Waste  Food)  Order  1957. 

During  the  year  one  additional  licence  was  issued.  On  31st  December  I967 
four  plants  were  operating  in  this  district.  Each  site  was  inspected.  In  view  of  the 
Foot  and  Mouth  epidemic,  the  importance  of  a good  standard  of  hygiene  was  strongly 
emphasised  to  the  operators.

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  19  premises  with  a total  of  49  employees  were 
registered.  There  was  one  addition  and  two  deletions  to  the  register.  A total 
of  22  visits  was  made  in  connection  with  this  Act  and  10  premises  received  a full 
inspection.  Additional  sanitary  accommodation,  first  aid  materials  and  heating 
facilities  were  requested  and  provided  at  one. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  accidents  were  reported.

The  premises  to  which  Regulation  19(provision  of  sink  etc.,)  does  not 
apply  are  those  which  do  not  sell  open  food. 

It  was  not  possible  to  inspect  all  premises  during  the  year,  but  a 
reasonable  standard  of  hygiene  was  found  at  the  great  majority  of  those  v/hich  were 
visited.  In  appropriate  cases  verbal  warnings  were  issued.  No  formal  action  was 
necessary. 

Contaminated  Pood, 

It  T/as  necessary  to  reject  3001b  of  flour  which  was  contaminated  with 
smoke  etc,,  when  Puddington  Bakery  was  damaged  by  fire. 

Apart  from  meat  at  the  slaughterhouse  no  other  unfit  food  came  to  the 
attention  of  this  office. 

Eggs  ~,The  Liquid  EggsCPasteurisation  Regs.) 1963, 

There  are  no  pasteurisation  plants  in  this  district.  Damaged  eggs  from 
the  local  packing  station  are  dealt  with  at  Taunton. 

Brucella  Abortus. 

48  milk  samples  were  taken  in  this  district  by  the  Devon  County  Council 
Public  Health  Department,  Pour  samples  from  a producer  and  one  fron  a producer/retailer 
were  positive. 

Informal  arrangements  were  made  by  this  office  for  milk  from  the  affected 
herds  to  be  subjected  to  heat  treatment,  until  the  animals  concerned  were  located  and 
removed.  In  the  case  of  the  retailer  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  obtain  a supply  of 
bottled  milk  from  a wholesaler. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

All  meat  slaughtered  at  local  slau^terhcuses  was  inspected.  Assistance 
to  Credit on  Urban  District  Council  meat  inspection  was  continued.  Some  work  was 
necessary  outside  of  normal  office  hours. 

Opposition  to  the  use  of  water  sprays  was  encountered  during  the  year, 
and  some  difficulty  may  be  anticipated  when  the  use  of  wiping  cloths  is  totally 
prohibited  on  the  1st  November  I968.  The  main  objection  concerns  the  loss  of  'bloom' 
said  to  occur  \7ith  prime  lamb  carcases  which  have  been  spray-washed. 

The  majority  of  carcases  totally  condemned,  with  a few  exceptions  were 
from  emergency  slaughtered  animals.

Eleven  cases  of  degenerate  lesions  vi/hich  could  have  been  C.Bovis  were 
encountered.  The  degeneration  was  considered  too  advanced  to  permit 
positive  identification.  The  affected  parts  were  destroyed  and  the 
remainder  released  as  recommended  in  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  Circul.ar  FSH  3O/66  Paragraph  12. 
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Poultry  Inspection.

There  is  one  recognised  poultry  processing  premises  in  this 
district.  Poultry  is  plucked  and  despatched  ungutted. 

Visits  were  made  hy  members  of  this  department  during  19^7 » 42 
in  all.  It  is  estimated  that  84)000  broilers  and  4)000  turkeys  were  killed  at  this 
establishment j of  which  some  0,5?^  were  rejected  for  human  consumption.  The  exact 
wei^t  of  poultry  condemned  is  not  available  but  i am  advised  that  the  average 
weight  of  the  broilers  is  2|-lb. 

I am  not  aware  of  any  poultry  farm  where  regular  large  scale 
slaughtering  takes  place  other  than  the  one  referred  to  above.  Seasonal  killing  of 
turkey  flocks  is  carried  out  on  sane  farms,  but  regular  routine  inspection  is  not 
considered  practical  under  present  conditions. 
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
